This is in sharp contrast with the pro- 
portion of officers taken in the French 
attack last December, when 208 officers 
and 11,000 men were captured, and is 
taken as indicating a decline in the 
morale of the higher as well as the 
lower ranks of the German Army. 

Three regiments forming the German 
Sixth Reserve Division were annihilated 
as fighting units, losing sixty-nine offi- 
cers and about 2,800 men as prisoners. 
This was a division of Brandenburgers, 
the Kaiser’s favorite troops.

Director of the Bonnet Rouge Made 
Frequent Trips to Switzerland.

WORLD-DOMINION AND THE COUN-. 
SELORS OF PEACE. 
NAPOLEON was an Italian, a Roman, 
nourished in his youth on CAESAR, on 
the memories of world - conquering 
Rome. Europe was too small for him. 
He sought the conquest of the Fast. 
He saw himself crossing the Bosporus 
and reaching the Indus. Before he 
was 30 he was embarked upon the 
romantic Egyptian adventure. From 
Egypt he was to go on to the sub- 
jugation of India. The rashest at- 
“tempt that history records, rasher 
“even than Moscow,” says his dev- 
otee, TxHimrs, of the Egyptian ex- 
pedition. The Battle of the Nile, or 
as he preferred, wrongly, to put it, 
“the mud walls of Acre” barred him 
from India then. He did not lessen 
his world-ambition. As First Consul 
in 1802, its attainment seemed not 

impossible. 

By diplomacy or arms hé had greatly 
won and was entitled to nourish great 
hopes. After the peace of Amiens, 
Russia was asleep and ALEXANDER I. 
dreaming gracious liberal dreams. 
Great Britain seemed to be dwindling, 
with a stupid King and a stupid 
Premier. NaPoLeon had added Elba 
and Piedmont to France. Tuscany 
and Parma were virtually his as were 
the «Dutch dominions. Switzerland 
and Spain. were under his suzerainty. 
Spain did not foresee the swapping of 
Louisiana and Florida for an In- 
fanta’s pittance in Italy. The seo- 
ularization of the Church lands in 
Germany was fattening Prussia and 
Bavaria and Narolrows retainers, 
and weakening Austria. “In 1802,” 
writes Mr. Hottanp Na- 
rollo had the prospect of acquir- 
“ing Louisiana, the Floridas, Egypt, 
“ and parts of India and Australia, to- 
“gether with the reversion to the 
Dutch Colonial Empire, and possi- 
“ bly that of Spain. His position after 
“Tilsit in 1807 was splendid. But 
“in my judgment the situation in the 
“year 1802 offered the best chance 
“of securing an almost universal 
“ @omfhion. Probably he would have 
“ succeeded for a time, provided that 
“he remained quiet until the French 
“navy was ready for action.”

NOT THE REAL LINCOLN. 

Was LINCOLN a slouch?” That 
question is asked by Mr. F. W. Ruck- 
STUHL, a sculptor and a critic of the 
fine arts, and it was inspired by the 
proposal to erect at Westminster, Lon- 
don, in front of the Houses of Par- 
liament, a replica of Grornce GraYr 
BaBNARD’s Cincinnati statue of the 
martyred President of the United 
States. There, in reasonable prox- 
imity to THoRNYCROFT’s sightly and 
effective Oliver Cromwell, BARNARD’s 
ungainly Lincoln would be placed on 
view as a perpetual symbol of the 
vigor and the virtue of modern democ- 
racy. Mr. Baia is a sculptor of 
high attainments; criticism of any one 
work of his cannot belittle his well- 
earned reputation. In his statue of 
LINCOLN he was governed by a per- 
verse spirit. Probably he fought 
against idealization and determined to 
make his Lincoln plain, severely plain. 
Pictures of the statue reproduced by 
Mr. RucCkKsTuRL, in The Art World, 
show that if this was his aim he has 
succeeded. BARNARD’s Lincoln is not 
only plain, but grotesque. We doubt 
the accuracy of the portrait. 

ABRAHAM LINCOLN at his best was 
not handsome, but he never lacked 
dignity, he had authority of presence, 
and though his visage in repose doubt- 
less reflected the anxiety caused by 
the terrible burdens of responsibility 
he had to bear, LIN coLNM did not al- 
ways present to the world a woe- 
begone aspect. His was normany a 
cheerful nature, he was brave, he 
was, above all, by nature's endowment 
and his own power of will, a leader 
of men. . BaRNARD’S Lincoln, on the 
other hand, is a long-suffering peas- 
ant, crushed by adversity. His pose 
is ungainly, the figure lacks dignity, 
and the huge hands crossed over the 
stomach suggest that all is not well 
with his digestion. The largeness of 
both hands and feet is unduly exag- 
gerated. Doubtless there are striking 
merits of execution. We fancy Mr. 
LINCOLN would have said of the statue 
that for one who likes that kind of 
a statue it is just the kind of a statue 
he would like. ‘We are not deriding 
Mr. BaRNARD’s claims to recognition 
as a sculptor. But we join with Mr. 
‘RUCKSTUBL in protesting against the 
setting up of this effigy in London 
as an American ideal of one of the 
Republic's greatest men or as a 
symbol of the spirit of free govern- 
ment. 

It is, to be sure, a departure from 
precedent, in both London and New 
York, to pay much attention before- 
hand to the effigies set up in public 
places. London has its figures of 
BRUNEL and Forster in the Embank- 
ment Gardens and its naked Agamem- 
non Wellington at Hyde Park corher 
and other statues just as bad, and it 
also has its Albert Memorial. New 
York can fitly match, in its streets 


of civic art gone astray. But if a 
statue of ABRAHAM LINOOLN is to be 
placed with the Cromwell at St. Ste- 
phen's, let it be a statue not rep- 
resentative of undue or mistaken 
realism, but a figure which, while 
sufficiently faithful in portraiture, 
will symbolize to the coming. genera- 
tions the true spirit which animates 
the ‘militant democracy of our times, 
Mr. Buxus Lincoln does not meet 
the requirements. Mr. RvuCKSTURL 
suggests that if a replica of an exist- 
thg statue of LW d ig to be set up 
Im London, the Saint-Gaudens figure 
should ‘be. chosen, but urges that a 
new statue should be made.

RAINIER OR TACOMA? 

BENTIVOGLIO wrote of Switzerland: 
“Their Alps are created for the Swiss 
and the Swiss for the Alps.” One 
may have doubts as to the literal 
truthfulness of this statement, but the 
Swiss have proved themselves worthy 
of the Alps, and the fitness of the 
combination was always admitted, 
even in the time of Camsar. Unhap- 
pily, mountains and those who dwell 
on them or near them are not always 
so well mated as the Swiss and their 
Alps. As regards, for instance, the 
mountain that rears its. white crest 
near .Tacoma and Seattle, it -is as 
worthy as the Alps or Fuflama ot 
undivided and harmonious praise, but 
unfortunately it is, instead, a bone, 
or rather a mount, of contention to 
the two cities it overlooks, and there 
seem to be no special harmony and 
adaptation between the cities and it- 

The twin cities of Puget Sound have 
a number of causes of disagreement; 
but the chief of them all is their re- 
spective claims to the great mountain 
which each desires, or at least seems 
inclined, to add as an annex to its 
own glory. They cannot even agree 
as to the name to be applied to the 
mountain. Seattle, to do it justice, 
was content that the great peak 
should bear the name Rainier in honor 
of its discoverer, but Seattle's rival, 
Tacoma, likes its own Indian name 80 
well that it desires to share it with 
the mountain, and hence has named 
it Mount Tacoma. Any one in that 
region may be known as à loyal cit- 
len of Seattle if he calls the mountain 
Rainier, just as a loyal- Tacomaite 
may be known by his calling it Ta- 
coma. The different names have be- 
come, respectively, the shibboleths of 
the two cities, and the wayfarer from 
other regions will find it to his ad- 
vantage during a temporary residence 
in either of the cities to do as the 
Romans do and call the mountain by 
the name Tacoma or Rainier as his 
location may demand. | 

As for the mountain itself, it its 
big enough and glorious enough to be 
the pride of both cities, as it is in all 
except its name. In defense of apply- 
ing the name Tacoma or Takomah to 
the mountain the Tacomans very 
properly say such was the appellation 
by which ft was known to the In- 
dians. In his new volume. Mount 
Rainier,” Professor BowWarp S. MEANY 
of: the University of Washington 
quotes this speech of the Indian guide 
Suisxin, (translated from the 
nook:) 

Your plan to climb Takomah 10 at 
foolishness. No one can do ft and 
live, A mighty chief dwells upon the 
summityin a lake of fire. He brooks 
But, on the other hand, as han been 
fully shown by writers on the subject, 
the name Takomah was used by the 
Indians for any snowy, lofty mount- 
ain or range of mountains, and hence 
there is no more propriety in applying 
it to this particular mountain than: to- 
dozen other famous peaks. which 
are ‘now known by good English 
names.

DOUBTS CHANGE IN GERMANY 


Belgian Olplomat, Thinks Peace 
League Foreign to Teutonism. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

I inclose an extract from a letter ad-

You predict that the bitter experi- 
ences of the war will cause our enemies 
to modify their opinion of their politi- 
cal institutions; and it would seem that 
the leanings toward democratic princi- 
ples which are manifesting themselves 
among them already give a certain 
amount of confirmation te your thesis. 

Nevertheless it seems to me that we 
ought not to exaggerate the significance 
of these tendencies, nor suppose that 
in the event of the overthrow of auto- 
cratic power the general spirit of the 
nation, imbued with the idea of its in- 
tellectual superiority and the perfection 
of its methods, can be radically changed. 

It is this which leads me to doubt the 
possibility of establishing, immediately 
after the war, a league of all the peo- 
ples fraternally united, embracing in it 
Germany herself. The German spirit 
does not understand union except there 
where it dominates and where it 
crushes. That spirit is too confirmed 
in Germans to modify itself suddenly 
in a radical manner. 

A Tribute to the Late Prof. Sill. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: — 

Professor Henry A. Sill of Cornell, a New 
Yorker by birth and rearing, whose sudden 
end was chronicled among your death notices 
several days ago, was an honor to his native 
city. A son of the Rev. Thomas H. Sill, leng 
rector at St. Chrysoatom's Chapel, he was 
greduated from Columbia in 1888, and tater’ 
studied for a year at Oxford, and for several 
years at Halle. On his return in 1900, he 
was for a year Professor of History at Ho- 
bart, then until his death filled the chair of 
ancient history at Cornell. 

There was no better trained teacher of his 
subject in the country, and his classes were 
large. But hia interests were by no means 
restricted to ancient times. He gladly gave 
courses on contemporary history, and his U- 
lustration of ancient experience by modern | 
and of modern by ancient was one of the 
charms ef his teaching. A ready and a 
witty speaker, with a fine voice and attrac- 
tive presence, he was in much demand at 
student and throughout 
the country, 

In he took an 
part, and was a header of the Progressive 
movement in Western New York. So many, 
indeed, were his enthusiasms and so whole- 
sculed was his devotlen to them that his 
books advanced but slowly. Not even the 
monograph on Plato's letters, which had won 
him his doctorate, was ever rounded out into 
a volume, and other literary projects long In 
hand remain unfinished. But his pen lacked 
neither vigor nor grace, and at least his 
translation of the eloquent lectures on Bis- 
marck and His Times,’’ delivered at Cornell 
by the German historian, Erich Marcks, was 
completed, and will soon be given by the 
university to the press. It is possible, too, 
that from his lecture notes there may be 
rescued the materials for a book. 

He had been teaching this Summer at 
Columbia University, and was on the eve 
of closing his courses, when a surf bath, 
during a week-end stay with friends on Long 
Island, gave him the chill which proved a 
fatal shock. He was but 49 at his death.

Therefore,. wherever possible let these 
men meet their chosen constituency 
through personal contact, through in- 
terviews with leaders in communities, 
2 through Speakers wherever practi- 
cable. 

Most important ot all, let the loyal 
German-American press be aided and 
stimulated in every possible way. Let 
it be made into an effective agency for 
real American citizenship. In addition 
let the influence of the scurrilous sheets 
be countered by a paper in both Ger- 
man and English, designed especially 
to meet the needs of the case. Such 
a paper need not be too actively propa- 
gandist. Merely to set forth temper- 
ately and fairly the truth as Ameri- 
cans see it, with the news of the day 
honestly presented, should have no little 
influence. 

But, further than this, the problems 
which must present themselves to every 
German-American should be discussed 
freely and frankly.

Effort Being Made to Have the. 
Revenue’ Bill Changed, 4 


A special committee of the Advisery 
Council of Real Dstate Interests, con- 
sisting of Robert E. Simon, 
Lindner, John M. Stoddard, and George 
T. Mortimer, has been making an ef- 
fort to have the Revenue Bill changed 
in Washington so as to exempt all 
moneys received from rents or profits 


arising from rents from the provisions of 
the war-profits tax proposed in the 
present measure now denne considered 
ty the Senate.

So, to get as close as possible to this 
centre of the gystem, let us leave for a 
moment the Munsey Building, on Penn- 


sylvania Avenue, swarming with its com- - 


mittees and subcommittees and its thou- 
sands of paid and volunteer workers, 


and all the other nooks and corners of 
Washington office buildings in which 


innumerable war boards have found shel- 
ter, to visit the quiet Cabinet room at 
the White House. 

It is a cool room, which is not a fact 
too trivial to mention in connection with 
the vast amount of work which the Gov- 
ernment leaders are now doing in a city 
as hot as Washington. The Presiden: 
and his advisers all wear white clothes. 
The Secretaries of State, War, and the 
Navy have only to step across the street

ae the request of THE Times, Joseph 
. Smith, Superintendent of Catholc 
‘Bohools, Archdiocese of New York, has 
ritten an article on what these schools 
hawe done and are doing to aid and 
stimulate national preparedness. It is 
presented herewith. Next Sunday an- 
ot der installment of articles by Prinoi- 
pais and teachers of secondary schools, 
telling what their institutions are doing 
aleng this line, will appear. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
HE war, into which well-nigh 
the whole world has been 
plunged, has brought into “3 
inence, into every day life, the 
fruitful idea of preparedness. Long 
after the war shall have ended and peace 
again holds sway, the watchword pre- 
paredness will still exercise a far- 
reaching influence. It will not mean, 
as it did a year ago, the arousing from 
a peaceful lethargy of a whole nation 
against a threatening foe, but for all 
time, it will be a synonym not merely 
for that, but for higher ideals, nobler 
living, greater aspirations; it will mean 
the elimination of waste, the fostering 
ef true economy. the intensive cyltiva- 
tion of the earth, the strengthening of 
the human body, the marvelous handi- 
werk of the Creator, the conservation 
and exploitation, in a good sense, of all 
natural resources and the development 
of that which is noblest and best in the 
moral and religious nature of man. 

The sudden call to serious thought, to 
heroic, to prudent outlook for the future, 
came upon this country several months 
ago, just as elementary schools and 
higher institutions of learning were 
about to complete the work of the school 
year. Little time was left, therefore, 
before vacation for those in charge of 
the education of the youth of the land, 
to put into effect their plans for pre- 
paredness in so far as they affected 
schools. The summons for preparedness 
came with harsh surprise to those with- 
fin the age limit for military service: 
We are not to be surprised again. We 
are never again as a nation, to be so 
lulled into a comfortable sense of se- 
curity that we shall not be prepared for 
any emergency, whether it be war, 
famine, pestilence, riot, or rebellion. 
We must begin then with the youth of 
the land, with those whom thoughtful 
men look upon as the line of second 
defense. 

Recent conferences, at which were 
present educators, social workers, and 
others interested in the children of the 
elementary schools, resulted in the firm 
resolve that the education of children 
under fourteen years of age should 
not suffer any loss because of the coun- 
try’s crisis. All the laws for child labor 
and for compulsory school attendance 
are to be rigidly enforced. These reso 
lutions were heartily. indorsed dy the 
representatives Catholic: schools.. 

In Catholic, well as in public 
schools, we are 1 prepare for the future 

instilling, if possible, into our pupils 
even a higher degree of patriotism than 
ever before. Our present crisis has 
taught us that all are equally bound 
to defend ovr country in time of danger, 
that there must be no “ slackers,” that 
love of country is next to love of God, 
that the voice of authority has the 
_@anction of the Creator, for all rightly 
constituted authority comes from God.“ 
We who are interested in Catholic as 
well as in public schools, are not to 
be satisfied with this. Our children 
must be strong and noble, not merely 
in soul and in mind, and filled with a 
Patriotism that moves to heroic acts, 
just like a Christian virtue, but clean, 
strong, and vigorous in body. There- 
fore in all our schools from the kinder- 
garten to the university, a proportionate 
amount of physical training for both 
sexes will be insisted upon. 

The principles guiding Catholic high 
schools, colleges, and universities for 
this and coming years will be to em- 
phasize, improve, and intensify the work 
they are already doing, and to add other 
courses demanded by the trend of pre- 
paredness. The purpose of the schools 
shall be twofold, to prepare, to equip, 
te adiust the individual to the new or- 
der of things, and to make for the 
common good of our country. 

For many years past the National 
Government has assigned officers to 
teach military tactics in Catholic schools 


and colleges. In New York State uni- 
formed military organizations were 
thus formed and instructed in Fordham 
University, St. Francis Xavier's Col- 
lege, Manhattan College, De La Balle 
Institute, and Clason Military Academy. 
Many who were first to enlist in the 
army and navy and to obtain commis- 
sions were pupils in these and other 
Catholic institutions in every State of 
the union, Fordham University and 
De La Salle Institute each formed and 
sent to the front an efficient ambulance 
corps. These institutions have instruc- 
tion «end practice in shooting and in. 
markmanship in their up-to-date rifle 
ranges. 
The call to intensive and scientific 
farming and cultivation of the soil found 
the Lincolndale Agricultural School, con- 
ducted by the New York Catholic Pro- 
tectory, already in operation and famed 
for its excellence. , St. Viator’s College, 
Kankakee, III., has an agricultural 
school with military training, while 
Notre Dame University, Indiana, with 
its equipment of thirty-three buildings, 
has determined to open a similar insti- 
tution. 

The Catholic University and George- 
town University at Washington, Holy 
Cross College at Worcester, Mass.—all 
the above mentioned colleges. and oth- 
ers throughout our land will be influ- | 
enced now and in the future by the de- 
mand for preparedness and especializa- 
tion in every branch. The medical de- 
partment will be stimulated to greater 
research and perfection; the law de- 
partment will give greater attention to 
justice and rights and to international 
law; the department of science will 
hum with the eager spirit of invention 
of the new and of development of the 
old, while the department ‘of languages 
will gather a new momentum from the 
interchange of ideas and the spirit of 
international helpfulness and brotherly 
love, which an all-healing and all-com- 

ng peace is bound to bring. Final- 

y the rigid and consistent adherence 
of Catholic schools to the cultural, dis- 
ciplinary and broadening effects of a 
judicious study of the classics, indorsed 
as it has been by the Princeton Con- 
ference, will provide leaders of thought 
and captains of action when the world 
needs them most. 

Womankind, too, hears the summons 
to preparedness and must respond with 
her virtues, her graces, and her talents. 
She must be ready for the emergencies 
created by a probably prolonged absence 
of a large portion of the nation’s man- 
hood. She must be the nation’s minis- 
tering angel, offering balm to the 
wounded, comfort to the sick, and cour- 
age to the dying. During recent years 
our academies and high schools for wo- 
men have been improving their facili- 
ties. Not satisfied with academic ap- 
proval, many clustered around our 
greater city have sought and ,obtained 
charters as ‘colleges... So we shave the 
College of Mount St. Vincent,~the Col- 
lege of New Rochelle, the College of the 
Sacred Heart, and the College of St. 
Elizabeth and of Mount St. Mary, both 
in New Jersey. Herein are offered not 
merely classical, scientific, pedagogical, 
and language courses, but also depart- 
ments of household arts, domestic econ- 
omy, and secretarial courses that will 
equip womankind for all the demands 
that a needy yet prosperous nation may 
make. 

Within the limits of such an article 
we cannot mention the scores and 
scores of schools for men and women, 
under Catholic influence, that diadem 
our land with their religious and edu- 
cational influence, nor can we enu- 
merate in detail their manifold activi- 
ties. Preparedness has been the motive 
of their birth and progress—prepared- 
ness for this life and for the next. The 
patriotic, self-sacrificing men and wo- 
men at their heads at the first scent 
of danger unreservedly offered their 
buildings and resources to the President 
of the United States.

„Fifty years ago it was common to 
dry practically all kinds of fruits and 
vegetables,“ one bulletin from the com- 
mission says. Now drying has become 
a lost art, but in this year of great food 
production it is essential that some 
means be taken for the prevention of 
waste during the time of over-supply. 

In drying fruits and vegetables fresh 
stock should be used if possible, be- 
cause of the fact that the drying is 
more than a mere withering process. 

“Garden peas should be taken when 
they are the right size for table use. 
They should be shelled as soon as pos- 
sible after picking, blanched for three 
to five minutes in boiling water and 
then dipped for an instant in cold water. 
Remove the surface moisture and 
spread on drying trays in single layers. 
When cooked, peas dried in this manner 
resemble the fresh vegetable. For soups 
and purée, peas which are too mature 
for table use may be blanched ten 
minutes, cold dipped an instant, and 
dried whole, or after blanching and cold 
dipping they may be passed through a 
meat grinder and the pulp spread in 
thin layers on the drying screen. When 
dry, the whole mass may be rubbed to a 
powder or stored in the form of flakes, 
which break up on cooking. After dry- 
ing the whole material should be condi- 
tioned by pouring from one container to

The dried product 
should be stored in moisture : proof boxes 
or bags in cool, dry places free ing 
insects and vermin, and for convenience 
the containers should be labeled. , 
String beans may de canned whole 
or cut into uniform pleces. Select beans 
of the same age and color. string care- 
fully and wash thoroughly. These 
should de blamched in boiling water for 
five to eighé minutes, depending on ‘the 
age, and then plunged into cold water 
for an instant. Then the beans: should 
be packed as closely as possible into the 
jars, a level teaspoonful of galt added 
for each quart of vegetables, and the 
rest of the space filled with hot water. 
If using tin cans, seal completely be- 
fore sterilization.. It using glass ‘jars, 
adjust and partially tighten tops, and 
sterilize in boiling water for two hours: 
After sterilization, remove from the 
boiling water and finish sealing at once. 
Invert jars in a cool place out ‘of 
draught till cold, then ‘wrap in dark 
paper to prevent bleaching, and store. 
The process known as ‘sterilisation 
is simply freeing fruit or vegetables 
from all germ life that: may cause fer- 
mentation. Thus some frults require 
boiling before they are perfectly stern 
ized, and others merely need be rafsed 
to a high boiling ‘point: To sterilize 
jars, wash them and fill with cid 
water. Set in a kettle on a trivet, or 
on something that raises them from ‘the 
bottom of the pan on the fire, and gur 
round jars with cold water. Heat grad- 
ually to a boiling point, remove from 
water, and fill and seal while hot. Can- 
ning is simply. preserving sterne: 
in sterilized, air-tight are. 
Tomatoes which are ripe senate for 
serving raw on the table are just- right 
for canning.

Mr. Moore's study strikes me as a 
very painstaking and careful piece of 
historical work, undertaken without 
prejudice and carried through with a 
scientific candor that. characterizes the 
scholar. and the gentleman. It, as I 
shall show, its conclusions are mislead- 
ing, it is for reasons with which all 
university teachers are quite familiar. 
Even the very best of our students are 
apt to misinterpret statistical material 
when. relying too exclusively thereon, 
they leave out of account the broader 
aspects of the problems they. deal with. 

Mr. Moore has considered Switzer- 
lund’s situation solely through the ‘lense 
of its official customs documents. Is it 
to be wondered that, in spite of hie 
intelligence and care, his views should 
have proved too narrow, and his con- 
clusions, therefore, fallacious? 

My second preliminary remark. is to

Now): and why do Mr. Moore's 
views seem erroneous to a Swiss who 
has lived in Switzerland since the be- 
ginning of the war, and whose 
professional life has hitherto beer. dedi- 
cated to the study of the past and 
present economic and political condi- 
tions of Europe in general and of his 
own country in particular? 

Mr. Moore’s personal conviction 
based on a.yeat’s study abroad of con- 
ditions in the German Empire is that 
the néutrals alone are preventing Ger- 
many from being ‘starved into sub- 
Mission by not Jater than next March. 

I hold no brief for such neutrals as 
might be willingly supporting Germany. 
Furthermore, my own personal convic-

weigh his own on this point. 
Speaking officially in the House of 
Lords in the name of the British Gov- 
ernment. on July 4, 1917. Lord Milner 
declared It all the imports of the 
agricultural, products. of neutral coun- 
tries adjacent to Germany into that 
country could be stopped tomorrow, the 
seriousness of the position for the enemy 
would not be increased to anything like 
the extent commonly supposed, for these 
svpplies, though certainly not unim- 
portant, are not comparable in im- 
portance or amount with the supplies 
which Germany used to receive. These 
supplies our blockade had stopped, and 
what Germany still got from Scandi- 
navia and Holland represented a very 
small proportion of the total supply. Of 
course, we ought. to do everything in 
our power to reduce even that small pro- 
portion, but even if it could be entirely 
stopped that would not materially hasten 
the end of the war.“ 

This statement relative to alk neu- 
trals, but particulariy to those whose 
exports to Germany have been much 
more considerable than Switzerland’s, 
really deprive Mr. Moore's article of 
most of its significance for the Amer- 
ican reader.

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| BRITISH NAVAL EXPERT 
ANALYZES U-BOAT LOSSES 


Share of United States in Combating Menace 


Grows More and More Important— 


By ARTHUR POLLEN, 
NW Tus New Yorx Times of last Sun- 
day, in an article headed Lloyd 
George's U-Boat Contradict 
Polien's Gloomy View,” it is. stated 
‘that, whereas I had pointed out that the 
world was losing tonnage at the rate of 
9,000,000 vear ana replacing it only 
at the rate of 3,000,000, the British 
Premier had stated that since the be- 
ginning of the ruthless submarine cam- 
paign the net losses of British tonnage 
hed been but 250,000 a month, The 
centradiction is apparently very great. 


it can be explained. . 


In the first place, the article of mine 
from which the quotation was made was 
written in the first week of July, and 
the only figures available to me then 


Were those from the first of February 


to the end of May. Of June I only 
knew the totals of ships sunk, and, as- 
suming the displacement per ship to 
average as in previous returns, I pub- 
lished the figures quoted. It ‘should, 
of course, be understood that the Brit- 
ish Government has never published the 
weekly tonnage nor the monthly ton- 
nage of her losses, and for authentic 
figures we have had to rely on one 
statement delivered at the Chamber of 
Deputies, and on various statements 
confirmatory of this matter by members 
of the American Shipping Board, occa- 
sional writers in the Liverpool and other 
papers that are particularly interested 
in shipping, &c. From these indica- 
tions the following broad statements 
seemed to be true: 

Ot the four months, February. March. 
2 and May, April showed the high- 


est British loss of 560,000 tons. The low- 


est loss was over 420,000 tons. The four 
months then averaged about 450,000 
tons. June was not far below the lowest 
month in total of ships sunk, so that it 
seemed probable that the mean of the 
five months would not fall below 420,000 
to 450,000 tons. This is confirmed by the 
Premiers statement that in July the 
tonnage loss fell to $20,000 tons.* Sup- 
posing the average of the end of June to 
be 420,000, and July to be 320,000 tons, 
the average loss of the first six months 
would be 403,000 tons. I think the state- 
nt attributed to the British Premier, 
ely, that the net loss singe the com- 
cement of the German 
rfare was under 250,000 tons a month, 
mot be‘ correctly reported. For, if 
from the 2,420,000 tons lost we deducted 
the 484,000 tons built and acquired, the 
net monthly loss comes out at 320,000 
tons. The explanation is probably this: 
Taking the present rate of loss, and tak- 
ing into account the new tonnage built 
and the tonnage purchased, a loss of 
250,000 tons a month is to be expected 
by the end of the year. 

But it.is, of course, a fallacy from 
the point of view from which my article 
wee written to count in tonnage pur- 
chased by Great Britain as a mitigation 
of the loss inflicted by the German sub- 
marine. I was dealing not with the 
amount of British shipping, but with the 
total amount of the world shipping. 

To transfer a million or a million and 
a quarter from one ownership to an- 
other does not, of course, add anything 
to the total. It may add to the effective 
total because tonnage under British ow- 
nership means tonnage under war man- 
agement. It can be better protected be- 
cause it all comes under the immediate 
erders of the Admiralty and so receives 
the secret instructions that are based on 
the latest news of the submarine where- 
abouts, and, being under the orders of

To this must 
be added an average of one-fifth or 
more—80,000 to 100,000 tons—of ships 
struck by mines and submarines but not 
sunk. Such ships may take anything 
from one month to six months to repair, 
and fall into the same category, there- 
fore, as casualties from wounds in war. 
They are not net and final losses from 
a fighting force, but they are very 


serious temporary losses; and, assuming 


as I had to do in my article, that the 
submarine successes would continue as 
in the previous five months they had 
begun, one had to count at least be- 
tween three and six months of these 
disabled ships as constantly withdrawn 
from the mgrchant fleet. In effect, then, 
at any momient after a of sub- 
marine war there would be a net de- 
duction of a further 400,000 tons of 
British shipping. The gross loss of 
British Shipping then would be from 
between 4,500,000 and 5,000,000 toms per 
annum. 

For the tonnage of neutral and allied 
losses we have had to rely upon French, 


3 Swedish, Norwegian, and Danish pub- 


lications, issued at various periods be- 
tween the end of March and the middle 


of May. From these it appears that the 


non-British losses were sometimes as 
low as 80 per cent. and sometimes as 
high as 65 per cent. of what we were 
losing. Taking the low figure, the gross

THE STORY OF HENNING BERGER 


of “The Deluge 
brought to the attention of thé 
American public a writer who 

has been accepted abroad as an author 
of unusual talent. It is a curious fact 
that while practically all of Henning 
Berger’s stories are about America and 


Americans, his writings are little known 
here, though this becomes understand- 
able wher it is stated that none of his 
fifteen novels and volumes of short 
stories has yet been translated into Dng- 
lish. Almost all of his stories have been 
translated into the Continental lan- 
guages. The translation into English 
of the most popular of Berger's stories 
is a Frank Allen, who adapted the 
play from the original Scandinavian, has 
assigned himself. 

The story of Berger and his eventual 
rise to fame as an author in his own 
country after he had been a prophet 
without honor in the adopted land of 
America is an interesting one. He ig 
the son of Lars Johan Berger, Curator 
of the National Museum, Stockholm. In 
1892, when he was 20 years of age, he 
emigrated to the United States and 
drifted to Chicago. There he remained 
Seven years as one of that large army 
of immigrants who comprise the fringe 
‘of our great cities, observers of the 
passing show, but participants in only 
its drabbest aspects. 

Berger was not a success in the ac: 
cepted meaning of the term. He was

constitutional hatred of hypocrisy that
